Who 
do you think you are and what do 
you think you are doing?” To 
them he was just a home-town 
boy; but they had heard of strange 
things he had said and done, and 
they wanted to hear him talk. 
So he had the opportunity on a 
Sabbath Day of speaking in the 
synagogue, As he read the Scrip­ 
ture for the day, from Isaiah 61, 
Jesus stopped in the middle of a 
sentence, 
and sitting down (as 
teachers did in those days) he 
said, “Today this Scripture has 
been fulfilled . . .” In other words, 
as Americans would put it. This 
is it.

For Others 
That, by the way, is typical of 
the Bible way of describing peo­ 
ple. Adjectives like “good,” “m er­ 
ciful,” 
“truthful,” 
always have 
verbs behind them. Adjectives de­ 
scribe actions. A man does not’ 
have one kind of character and 
another kind of action. 
His ac­ 
tions are his character,—not his 
external actions alone, but togeth­ 
er with the motives and intentions 
which are a true part of- every 
act. Now Jesus describes himself 
and his plan for life not only in 
terms of action, but of action in 
relation to other persons. John 
Wesley 
says 
somewhere 
that 
when Christianity ceases to be 
social it is not any longer Chris­ 
tian. The idea that any “one can 
become a higher type of Chris­ 
tian by retiring permanently from 
the world, devoted exclusively to 
prayer and contemplation, is a 
notion not derived from Jesus. 
For him, the meaning of life is in 
contact with other persons. > But 
note the sort of person Jesus 
mentions: the poor, the captives, 
the blind, the bruised , . . the 
very people so many of us avoid. 
Most people jump at the chahce 
to get their pictures tak£n with 
famous people. 
Jesus’ 
self-por­ 
trait was a picture of him with 
obscure people, people in trou­ 
ble. What would happen in a com­ 
munity if every church member 
became more interested in doing 
something for people than in “do­ 
ing” people? 


For All Othsrs 
What 
really 
enraged 
those 
churchgoers of Nazareth was not 
that Jesus was dedicated to help­ 
ing others. That was fine, they 
were all in favor of it. The thing 
that raised them to m urder-heat 
was that he drew no lines. 
He 
was for helping one and all, yes 
even Gentiles. What Jews .of that 
day thought of Gentiles is ex­ 
pressed in a passage from a popu­ 
lar book written about the same 
time as the New Testament: “For 
our sakes you (God) made this 
first-born world. But as for the 
rest of the nations which are 
sprung from Adam, you have said 
they are nothing and are like spit­ 
tle.” (II Esdras 6:56). So when 
Jesus made it clear that he (like 
Elijah and EUsha before him* 
would draw no race or national 
lines, that he intended to carry 
God s love to the last and least 
of men, these race-proud Naza- 
renes threatened to lynch him.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
DATES CHANCED TC 
TWICE A MONTH 


Persons past age 65 who have 
sufficient coverage to be eligible 
for old-age insurance benefits, 
but have not filed application for 
benefits because they are still 
working, were reminded today 
by Gordon Jam es, Manager of 
the Social Security 
Office 
at 
Fort W orth, Texas, that if their 
earnings in 1955 are sufficient­ 
ly low they may receive full or 
partial benefits for the year. 
“ In brief, an individual who 
was past 65 years of age the en­ 
tire year of 1955, and who has 
had sufficient 
employment 
or 
self-employment to be eligible 
for benefits can receive bene­ 
fits for the entire year 1955 if 
his total earnings for the year 
do not exceed $1200. He can 
receive partial benefits if his to­ 
tal 
earnings 
do 
not 
exceed 
$2080, even though he 
works 
throughout the entire year.” 


In the case of a self-employ­ 
ed person, the net profit from 
the trade or business is what 
is considered “earnings.” 
“ Regardless of the 
amount 
of his earnings in'certain months 
of the year, a beneficiary can 
get benefit payments for those 
m onths in 
which 
he 
neither 
earns more than $80 in wages 
nor renders substantial services 
in self-employment,” Jam es de­ 
clared.

Farmers Home 


Loans Extended 


For 1956 Year 


The Farm ers Home Adminis­ 
tration emergency loan program 
has been extended in Texas for 
the 1956 crop year, according to 
W alter T. McKay, the agency's 
State Director. 


McKay stated that authoriza­ 
tion for the extension wa 
given 
by Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
con in keeping with the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture’s policy of 
continuing emergency assistance 
measures where necessary. 


Under the extension program, 
loans will be made through De­ 
cember 31, 1956. Loans may be 
made in all counties in the State 
except 
in 
the 
57 
west Texas 
Counties designated on Septem­ 
ber 15, 1955, for the Great Plains 
Special Credit Program. 
During the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, 1955, emergency 
loans 
t o t a l i n g 
more 
than 
$33,000,000.00 were made to Tex-

as farm ers and ranchers. Con­ 
sidering the prolonged drought 
conditions, collections on these 
loans 
are 
very 
good, 
McKay 
stated. 


Emergency loans are made in 
area where the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture finds that there is a 
need for credit is not available 
from other sources. The need may 
he due to the damage done by a 
natural disaster, such as drought, 
flood or hurricane, or to economic 
reasons. 


To be eligible for an emergen­ 
cy loan, a farm er or rancher most 
be unable to obtain the credit he 
needs from any other source, In 
addition, he must be engaged 
prim arily in farming, have suit­ 
able 
farming 
experience 
and 
reasonable prospects for sucres* 
in 
the 
farming operations he 
plans to carry or, with the loan. 
Emergency loans are made to 
finance normal operations. Loan 
funds can be used to purchase 
feed, seed, fertilizer, farm and 
honfe supplies; and replacement 
machinery and livestock. 
Applications 
for 
emergency 
loans are made at the county of­ 
fice of the Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration. The local 
county 
Farm ers 
Home 
Administration 
Committee determines the eligi­ 
bility 
of applicants 
for these 
emergency loans.

Milk Is Both 
Saint, Sinner 
In Food Value 


AUSTIN.—Milk is both saint 
and sinner among human foods, 
the 
State 
Health 
Department 
said today in a statem ent favor­ 
ing compulsory pasteurization of 
all milk offered for public sale. 
The statement was directed to 
cities nlanning milk ordinances 
or milk production codes. 
Said the Department: “Milk is 
the best single food available for j 
human consumption, and also one 
of the most dangerous—unless it 
is handled right.” 
“Milk contains the essentials 
of a balanced diet. It is rich in 
vitamins. 
It has an especially 
good quality of protein and fat, 
and a high content of readily 
usable calcium. 
“But unless it is pasteurized, 
it might also contain germs of 
tuberculosis, typhoid and paraty­ 
phoid f e v e r s , gastro-enteritis, 
diphtheria, 
streptococcal 
infec­ 
tions, undulant fever, foot and 
mouth disease, diarrhea, dysen­ 
tery, and perhaps even polio.” 
Pasteurization means holding 
milk at a tem perature of 143 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit for 30 minutes 
or at 161 degrees for 15 seconds. 
State H e a l t h Commissioner 
Henry A. Holle credits pasteur­ 
ization with being the most im­ 
portant single disease preventive 
measure in the field of sanita­ 
tion, next to w ater purification. 
Health officials at all levels of 
authority view pasteurization as 
the best insurance for the indus­ 
try and consumer, the simplest, 
least 
objectionable, 
and 
most 
trustw orthy method of rendering ( 
milk safe. 
These same officials say that 
while good milk has done more 
than any other single food to ob­ 
tain and maintain health, bad 
milk formerly was responsible

My Neighbor 


Lesson for December ll, 1955 


Hp WO cart-drivers in Olina were 
trying to get up a muddy hill. 
Each driver’* cart was stuck in 
th* mud, almost side by side. 
I 
Each man was beating his own 
scrawny horse, 
but the wheels 
were stuck fast. Along came an 
American. 
“Why don’t you un­ 
hitch one horse,” he said “and 
hitch him to the other cart? Then 
the two h o rse s 
might get the cart 
out of the mud.” 
The carters were 
astonished. 
They 
had never thought 
of that. But they 
did as the stran­ 
ger said, and sure 
enough they both 
got to the top of 
the hill. That true Dr- Foreman 
story, told by a missionary, shows 
two things at once. One is that 
in countries where Christianity 
has had a chance to get around, 
some simple Christian ideas get 
taken for granted, such as help­ 
ing your neighbor when he is in 
trouble. The other is that where 
Christianity is unknown, even so 
simple a thing as getting together 
to pull out of the mud, comes as 
a strange new idea. 


Who Is My Neighbor? 
Now if those two Chinese car­ 
ters had been father and son, or 
brother and brother, they might 
have thought of helping each oth­ 
er, for in China nothing is too 
good for members of your family. 
But we have no great right to 
make fun of the Chinese. All of 
us are inclined to draw pretty 
hard lines and to think,—Outside 
those lines I have no neighbors. 
Inside the lines, yes, we under­ 
stand pretty well what neighbor­ 
liness is. “Love thy neighbor as 
thyself” is a commandment not 
too hard to understand, for we 
know what it is to love ourselves, 
that cpmes all too naturally. We 
like to get ahead, to cushion our­ 
selves from danger and if possi­ 
ble from discomfort, we consult 
our own interests. Loving one’s I 
neighbor as oneself just means 


looking out for him in the same 
careful ways, thinking ahead for 
him, promoting him. We under- I 
stand what neighborliness is, yes. 
We do not confuse it with being 
meddlesome. 
If 
you 
want 
to 
know as much about your neigh­ 
bor as you do about yourself, j 
you aren’t being a neighbor but 1 
a nuisance. If you do for your 
neighbor what he can very well 
do, ought to do and maybe wants 
to do for himself, then you are 
not treating him like a neighbor 


N«ighbors Out of Sifkt 
Jesus’ famous parable of the 
Good Samaritan shows that hav­ 
ing neighbors is easy, in fact you 
can’t help it; but that the impor­ 
tant thing is being a neighbor. 
It means more than living in 
“peaceful co-existence” and not * 
bothering each other. It means 
active co-operation and help, of I 
those who need help. Wherever 
there is a person in trouble whom 
we can help, there is a neighbor. 
In our time the world has grown j 
closer together than it was in 
Jesus’ time. If there had been a 
famine in India, the good Samar- ; 
itan would never have known it, 1 
or if he had, he could have done 
nothing about it. 
Now if there j 
is a famine in India we hpar about I 
it as soon as the Indians can; 
and we can do something about 1 
it too. When farmers in a church I 
in Iowa, for instance, 
send 
a 
heifer to a farmer in some out- ! 
of-the-way or devastated part of * 
the world across a wide ocean, I 
that is being a neighbor, modern- 
style for a modern world. 


What We Haven't Figured Out 
There are many problems we 
haven’t worked out yet, in this 
business for acting as good neigh­ 
bors.

When 
a corporation, in the process of 
expansion, throws 500 persons out 
of work at one time, is there any 
way in which those who are em­ 
ployed by the corporation can be 
neighbors to those who have lost 
their positions? How can we be 
neighbors to people who resent 
us? How far can we go in help­ 
ing people without turning them 
into 
“moochers” 
and 
beggar. ? 
How can Christians in one de 
nomination be neighbors to those 
in another? And one more ques­ 
tion: Is it possible for non-Chris­ 
tians to be as good neighbors, in 
Jesus’ 
sense of the word, 
as 
Christians can be?

hold. Man* think infants were baptized here, but does the rec­ 
ord say so? No! In fact in verse 40 we are told that they were 
comforted.This certainly elim inates infants. Also in Acts 16 the 
Jailor and his household are converted, but agaiu we have no 
infants, 
for 
in 
verse 
34 
we 
are 
told 
t h a t 
he 
“ be­ 
lieved in God with all his house.” In Acts 18:8 we read, “ 
and many of the Corinthians hearing believed, and were bap­ 
tized.” Infants couldn’t have been in this group. Finally In Acts 
19:7 concerning some who were baptized we road, "And all 
the MEN were about twelve.” Thus in all of the book of Acts, 
which is a book of conversions, not a single case of Infant bap­ 
tism can be found!] Martin Luther, an advocate of infant bap­ 
tism. makes this admission. “ It can not bo proved by tho sac­ 
red Scriptures that infant baptism was instituted by Christ, or 
began by the first Christians after the apostles.” And may I 
add that if it cann be proved by the Scriptures, then it is of 
man and not of God. Paul condemns going “beyond that which 
is w ritten ” Thus the proper subject of baptism is a penitent
